Ford sedan I bought from my uncle. Dis- 
mantled it and used only the transmission and 
rear end. Then I added a *37 Dodge frame, 
front axle and spindles, springs, shocks and 
brakes. A "34 Ford driveshaft and housing 
were shortened 22 inches and hooked vp to 
the *39 gearbox. This allowed the engine to 
be placed behind the front axle with an oil 
pon~to-ground clearance of four inches. For 
final details the engine is a *49 Ford, ported, 
relieved and bored to .030 over Mercury."
